Tun Govt uncih tayi, in hit pnotMrd dei- 
pnleh, that in an uopmblitXrd dripatch 
of the 17th January lut, he " urged, that 
if we unre allowed the lelling price of in 
acre t>f land lo depeiid on the profit t-o be 
made from it, hy the feeding of iheep 
alunr, we mutt, aa we recede from the 
aea, diminiih our felling price, until it 
came below the emtlieet coin in circula- 
tion." Thi* notable argument it uted, 
in the published deipatcti, in connexion 
with thr theory noticed in our article of 
Tueaday — namely, that tht itjuatting 
tyalem and a high minimum price of 
Land are very excellent companions, and 
uughl never to be separated. 

When Lord StiNLEY fixed twenty 
thitlinga an acre as ihe minimum price of 
land in ihe Australian curnniei, ihere can 
he no doubt that he did to under the im- 
presaion thai ihe land waa worth that 
price, and would cum in and it. In other 
wordi, we mean to nay that hit Lordship 
had oo intention to put a efop to the sale 
□f waste lands ; that the minimum wu not 
hy liim deaigned to act en a tort of pro- 
hibitory doty. Hut it appean clear that 
Sir aaiRiit Qirrt uphotdi the high mini- 
mum for thii very rraaon— that what- 
ever might have been the intention of the 
noble frainer of the Land Act uf 1812, 
iti rCeil hat. bren, wilt be, and ever mutt 
be, lo put au end lo the Voluntary pur- 
chase uf land to any exteol. Ho much 
Ihe belter, thiokr Hit (■ircrj.Ltwcr. We 
tlutll thereby retain tht seigniory in the 
Crown j and to long u we have tkai, we 
can dictate to the grazien what ttrmi we 
plaate. We can aay, yon thai! occupy 
■uchand auch portioni of your runt under 
license ; the real we will compel you lo 
purchase at our own price, tu thorl, the 
policy of Sir QxoaoE dim seems to be lo 
make New South Wain one vaat feu- 
dality, of which the Crown ii is he su- 
preme head, and the squatter* the unre- 
titling vasaa Ii. The grand ultimatum or 
all hit ichemet of territorial adminiatra- 
tion, ia, to " ttrrnytkm the kandi of the 
Hmutirej" and certainly no more effec- 
tual meant could be hit upon for the ac- 
complishment of this, than the institution 
amongst at of the line old tyttem of feu- 
dalism. 

Hit Kv-'i tu %. v does not pretend to 
vindicate the high price of land on the or- 
dinary principle of prices: for he distinctly 
admits that, for patioral purposes, and in 
ihe remote interior, it would not, by the 
common rule of profit and lota, he worth 
a farthing an acre. The natural quest ion, 
i her, , would be, " Ii not worth a farthing, 
why aak twenty ahillingal" and the un- 
natural aniwet of Sir Qanka-Girn would 
be, " Because we don't waal to sell." 

New it the Govxanoa't scheme the beat 
for the colony 1 la it better lhal Ihe grn- 
aien beyond the boundn-iei thou Id con- 
tinue to be licenteet, than that they should 
became proprietoti ? Or rather, that their 
holdings should be of the mixed character
